William Sprague 
and William Howey—the case in 
which Federal Judge Clark rendered 
his decision—made the appeal today. 

During the proceedings Judge Clark 
signed two orders. One, at the re- 
quest of Sprague’s counsel, quashed 
the indictment against Sprague who 
was charged with illegal transporta- 
tion of beer. The other, at the re- 
quest of the district attorney, provided 
for the appeal going directly to the 
supreme court without the usual in- 
termediate stop at the circuit court 
of appeals. 

Forman: then attached his prelim- 
inary assignment of points on which 
his appeal will be based. The paper 
read: . 

“1. The court erred in allowing the 
motion of the defendant in the above 
case.- (Motion for quashing of in- 
dictment), 

“2. The court erred in directing the 
indictment in the case be quashed. 

“3. The court erred in ruling the 
eighteenth amendment to the consti- 
tution of the United States is invalid 
and that the national prohibition act, 
enacted pursuant thereto, is therefore 
unconstitutional and void.” 

Forman said the solicitor-general of 
the United States, eager, as are the 
defense attorneys, to bring the case 
to early trial, planned to have the 
case moved up on the calendar from 
its normal position. 

The opinion of Judge Clark was 
that the people through convention, 
not their legislatures, should have had 


' the amendment submitted to them for 


ratification.

Although two members were shot4 


and wounded, the family of W. Levin, 
who operates a grocery at 330 East 
Hunter street, proved too determined 
for Will Wilson, 18, negro, who at- 
tempted Thursday night to hold up 
the grocer. A concerted aiid -effec- 
tive attack by Mr. Levin, his wife,, 
daughter and son, caused the arrest 
of the negro, who admitted the 
shooting. 

The persistence of Barron Levin, 
17-year-old son of the grocer, was 
credited by police with the capture 
of the negro. Although shot through 
the thigh,’ the boy seized the negro 
and fought with him until he could 
attract the attention of a passerby, 
who held the assailant until the ar- 
rival of the police. 

Becoming suspicious of the actions 
of the negro, the grocer, who was in 
his store with a daughter, Minnie 
Levin, whispered to her to tell her 
brother to call the police. While he 
was instructing his daughter, however, 
the grocer aroused the suspicious of 
the negro and when the girl started 
through a rear door into the room 
where Barron Levin was eating sup- 
per. he drew his gun. 

The father made a dash for the 
rear door, whereupon the negro shot

>him through the left thigh, breaking 
the bone in his leg. .At that junc- 
ture Barron Levin appeared in the 
doorway and the negro shot him, in- 
flicting only a flesh wound,. however. 
Instead of dropping to the floor, 
young Levin walle a dash for the né- 
gro, who ran toward: the store-doer. 

At this point Mrs.’ Levin joined her 
son, striking the assailant over the 
head with a soft drink bottle as he and 
Barron grappled for the gun on the 
porch of the grocery. Dazed by the 
blow. from the bottle, the negro tem- 
porarily was weakened, and, taking 
advantage of this opportunity, young 
Levin battered the other's head 
through a plate-glass window. 

For more than 10 minutes the hand- 
to-hand battle waged, the young man 
gradually finding himself being over- 
powered. He shouted to a passerby, 
R. L. Barrett, 28, of 178 East Hunter 
street, who ran to his assistance. It 
required more than 15 minutes of 
struggle before the negro was sub- 
dued, and then only after he had 
broken Barrett’s hand. 

Mr. Levin was admitted to the hos- 
pital for a fractured thigh bone. His 
son was treated, as was Barrett, and 
dismissed. Police are holding the ne- 


gro under a charge of suspicion.

Bernard Wahle, vice president of 
the Greyhound bus lines in charge 
of activities in this section, Thurs- 
day answered charges contained in 
the recent statement issued by Chair- 
man Perry, of the Georgia public 
service commission, setting forth the 
commission’s reasons for refusing to 
approve the bus terminal site selected 


by the company. 

Declaring that location of a site 
for the bus termiaoal was entirely be- 
yond jurisdiction of the commission 
and that his company had no*inten- 
tion of submitting sites other than 
the one already selected, as requested 
not later than December 22, in the 
ruling published by the commission, 
Mr. Wahle stated he did not desire 
to oppose the commission, but would 
continue operation of the company 
as at present until the commission 


approved. 

In answer to the ruling set forth 
in Chairman Perry’s statement that 
the temporary location of the Grey- 
hound lines on Peachtree and Forsyth 
streets would have to be abandoned 
by February, the bus line executive 
said “nobody can regulate us off the 
street, but we hope to get into a 
permanent location on private prop- 
erty for the.convenience of the pub- 
lic we serve.’ 

MeDonald Backs Company. 

Mr. Wahle.was out of the city at 
the time the commission’s answer to 
the Greyhound. petition. was issued. 
Another phase in the dissension over 
the effort of the bug company to get 
approval of the commission to erect 
its unien bus terminal at Carnegie 
Way and Ellis street appeared Thurs- 
day when Walter R. McDonald, of 
Augusta, one of the two commission- 
ers voting in favor of the Greyhouad 
petition, sent in for filing his dissent- 
ing opinion. 

McDonald’s statement corroborated 
the dissenting opinion recently pub- 
lished by Commissioner Knight and 
that voiced by Mr. Wahle as regards 
the commission’s jurisdiction limita- 
tions. ; 

Although Chairman Perry blamed 
the delay in locating the permanent 
terminal on the bus company’s re- 
fusal to accept a site suggested by 
the commission in place of the one 
selected by the company, the Grey- 
hound lines is anxious to begin work 
on its proposed $40,000 depot, Mr. 
Wahle stated. 

“It is a matter of public interest 
that the work on the bus station be 
launched ag quickly as possible. The 
employment that construction of the 
station would bring at this time is 
something more than any charity can 
do, that is, give workmen a job in- 
stead of alms. The construction 
would take from four to six months,” 
Mr. Wahle said. 

To Provide Jobs. 


' “Tn addition to this, at least 12 more 
‘employes than we now have would be 
‘given work at the new depot, while 
‘concessions provided for in plans cf 
the building would probably employ 
between 40 and 50 people.” Mr. Wahle 
pointed out the traffic and traveling 
conveniences of the selected site and 
declared that “after many months of 
investigation it proved the only loca- 
tion that pleased every interested par- 
ty except the commission.” 

In his answer to Perry’s charge of 
delay Mv. Wahle is borne out by ref- 
erence made in Commissioner McDon- 
ald’s opinion which states: “The 
question as to the responsibility of de- 
lay as well as the question as to the 
particular or peculiar advantages of 
either of the several lots described in 
majority opinion may be dismissed in 
a word. In view of the present stage 
of the development of the motor car- 
rier business, there has been no delay, 
up to the present time,° for which 
apology is due or expected and as to 
the preferment of one location over 
the other, it has no place in this de- 
cision.” 

McDonald concludes his three-page 
dissenting — as follows: 


cDonald View. 

“We are called upon to approve as 
reasonable and adequate the creation 
of a modern fire-proof bus passenger 
station on a lot located but one short 
block from the other bus terminal, 
and at or within one block of prac- 
tically all of the downtown hotels. By 
resolution and letter as well as per- 
sonal appearance, we are advised that 
the proposed site has the approval of 
the mayor and city council of Atlan-

RAN AND WARMER 
FRIDAY OUTLOOK 


Snow Expected To Melt 
Today as Mercury Rises 
and Rain Falls. | 


Snow that stuck to the roofs of 
houses and tall buildings and contin- 
ued frozen on many streets Thursday 
because of the presence of a windless, 
cloudy day and a below-freezing mer- 
cury is due to melt today under the 
influence of either a higher tempera- 
ture or rain. . 

Ranging ‘Thursday between 28, and 
32, the thermometer today is expected 
to climb up to:40 and not fall under 
freezing. ‘The day: will probably re- 
main cloudy ‘but rain should ‘send the 
snow away by nightfall. 

Atlanta’s 2-inch snow, which fell 
Tuesday nigHt, arrived six days too 
soon to serve as an anniversary of the 
2-inch snow which fell last December 
on the twenty-second. 

Rain and warmer weather were 
predicted last night to help eastern 
portions of Dixie dig themselves out 
from under a snow blanket that 
ranged from a trace to 30 inches in 
parts of North Carolina. 

The prospect of moderating temper- 
atures, however, did not extend gen- 
erally to the more southerly sections 
and the west, though most of the 
states east of the Mississippi had rain 
in sight. 

Virginia and North Carolina, where 
the snow. blanket ‘was heaviest, al- 
ready had. cleared ‘most of their roads 
and resumed highway traffic and 
street car service. The government 
forecast said both states would be 
warmer in the extreme west.by Fri- 
day, followed by rain in the central 
and west portions. 

Tennessee, whose eastern half also 
was under the snow covering, had a 
prediction for that area of a colder 
Friday. Rain was forecast for that 
state, too. 

Kentucky was due to get rain in 
central and eastern portions, and grow 
colder in the west today. 

The prospect for both South Caro- 
lina and Georgia, which had a little 
snow and sleet, was for warmer 
weather and rain.

MoreDogsAreBeingRush- 
ed From Mississippi; 
PosseSurrounds Quartet 
in Swamp. 


SAFFORD, Ala., Dec. 18.—(P)— 
Four desperadoes surrounded in Bogue 
Chitto swamp near here late today 
killed trail dogs tracking them through 
heavy undergrowth, thwarting efforts 
of 250 possemen and national guards- 
men who seek to capture them for 
the robbery of the Marion Junction 
State bank. Efforts to rout the quar- 
tet, one white man and three negroes, 
tonight awaited the arrival of more 
dogs from Mississippi by airplane. 

Reports were current through the 
possemen who maintained vigil about 
the dark forbidding swamps that an 
airplane would be employed tomorrow 
to bomb the bandits from their 
refuge. 


With the quartet armed with high 
powered rifles, Sheriff R. L. Hamner 
and, others in charge .of the. guards 
about the swamp considered it ill- 
advised to attempt to rush them in 
darkness; 

The dogs, a pair from Kilby prison 
at Montgomery, were turned loose on 
the trail this afternoon with armed 
meén following on horses, but due to 
the speed of the dogs and the diffi- 
culty of traveling on. horseback the 
desperadoes were able to shoot down 
~ ae before possemen came into 


The bandits were reported by bank 
officials to have obtained approximate- 
ly $4,000 in a robbery that was exe- 
cuted so rapidly that the quartet had 
escaped hefore a customer who saw 
them enter could summon aid. 

_In fleeing Marion Junction the ban- 
dits -passed through Orrville, where 
Deput Sheriff Arthur Sample and 
Will Jones picked up the trail and 
gave chase, causing the fleeing quartet 
to run their machine in a ditch and 
set it on fire. 

Sample and Jones crowded the quar- 
tet as they started across fields to 
the swamp and engaged in an exchange 
of shots, but the bandits were said to 
be carrying a machine gun and high- 
power rifles and beat off the two men, 

Sheriff R. L. Hamner arrived on 
the scene shortly and threw a cordon 
around a section of the swamp in 
which it was believed the quartet was 
hiding and sent out a call for rein- 
forcements. 

State law enforcement officers and 
Deputy Warden Frank Boswell, of 
Kilby prison at Montgomery, arrived 
during the afternoon with trail dogs - 
and machine guns and a posse took 
up the trail into the swamp. 

Later 25 national guardsmen from 
Company C, 167th infantry, of Selma, 
arrived to strengthen the cordon. As 
night fell, the possemen and guards- 
men kept close watch while far in 
the swamp the baying of the dogs 
tracking the four men could be heard.

W. T. Anderson, editor of the Ma- 
con Telegraph; Dr. W. G. Lee, chair- 
man ofthe board of directors of the 
First National Bank & Trust Com- 
pany, of Macon, and D. F. Bruce, 
Bibb county agricultural agent, were 
those who put “pep” into the meet- 
ing. <According to leaders of the 
agriculture life of Putnam county 
more good was accomplished here ‘a- 
day to improve’ farming conditions 
than in the history of the county. 


Mr. Anderson, introduced by the 
retiring president of the Kiwanis 
Club, J. L. Adams, outlined the Moul- 
trie plan of diversification, showing 
that the farm program of Colqnirt 
county is practically the county agent 
program. He said bankers of Moul- 
trie have been financing the tarm- 
ers to make other crops than cot- 
ton. 

“Georgia needs $100,000,000 worth 


of food a year in addition to what 


she is already raising,” said Mr. An- 
derson. “This in itself provides an 
opportunity for prosperity that few 
other states enjoy.” 

Cotton as Money Crop. 

Mr. Anderson said that the first 
item on the program was food, snuf- 
ficient to feed the family on the farm 
and the animals and then to produce 
cotton a8 a money crop. 

“Georgia has been suffering from 
an all-cotton program, in which we 
hoped each year to produce enough 
staple to buy food enough to live nn- 
til next year—and then to go through 
the same thing again.” he said. “We 
haven't quite accomplished this,” he 
added. 

Atter paying tribute to the county 
agent, Mr. Anderson said that the old 
practice of a city man keeping a store 
or other place of business simply to 
skin what he could out of a communi- 
ty or people, was over. 

“Modern business demands service.” 
he said, “and the service demanded 
of the small town that is to survive is 
not only to furnish the goods the farm- 
er needs to buy, but furnish him a 
place in which to sell what he pro- 
duces,” 

He showed that Georgia civie club 
leaders had agreed to advocate the 
use of Georgia products at their week- 
ly luncheons.

RAISED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
The house voted to give the federal 
farm board an additional $150,000,000 
of its revolving fund today and the 
measure was well on its way through 
the senate before nightfall. 

The senate appropriations commit- 
tee gave approval to the proposal and 
sent it to the senate floor. 

This appropriation would swell the 


‘total given the board thus far to 


$400,000,000 and it plans to ask for 
the remaining $100,000,000 of the 
$500,000,000 authorized for use in 
the next fiscal year. The fund ap- 
proyed today is for immediate use in 
stabilization, co-operative marketing 
and association loah operations. 

Testifying before the house appro- 
priations committee for the additional 
funds, Chairman Legge said the board 
was making some progress in bringing 
about relief. 

The board has been able, he said, 
to maintain wheat priges in this coun- 
try artificially. He said if it had not 
been for the board's grain stabilization 
efforts the price of wheat would be 
25 cents a bushel. 

“Tt is true today,” Legge said, “that 
low as the price is, it is artificially 
maintained, not only on wheat but 
other grains.” 

There was very little movement 
in cotton, Legge said. 

“The spinning business all over the 
world seems to be prostrated,’ he 
continued, “It is just about as good 
as it can be. It has improved a lit- 
tle bit. There has been more activity 
in the last 60 days and consumption 
of cotton is not increasing as it is on 
wheat.” ; 

An enormous quantity of wheat 18 
being fed to live stock because of the 
short corn crop, he said, and some 
persons are burning it for fuel. 

“From the export standpoint,’ 
Legge said, “I do not see any hope 
for the American wheat producer in 
competition with the peon laber of 
Argentina and the practically serf la- 
borers of Russia, with their lower 
standards of living.” 

Legge recommended that the gov- 
ernment take over the regulation of 
agriculture commodities exhanges. 

He advocated that definite author- 
ity be given a government official to 
draw up their rules.

Duel in the Villages

DELHI, Dec. 16.—At Ahmedabad 
the-other day a few men and women 
well known and respected in the life 
of this busy city formed themselves 
into a committee to investigate cer- 
tain charges of misconduct made 
against the police. 

They were promptly served with 
an order requiring them, under for- 
midable penalties, to abandon their 
purpose, on the singular plea that it 
might lead to a breach of the peace. 

It is then unlawful under the pres- 
ent regime of repression to question 
the conduct of the police. The press 
did so at its peril, for under the 
ordinance which has just expired fts 
anachines might be confiscated if it 
twice offended, and against such an 
order there was no appeal. 

Human nature is rarely so finely 
balanted that it can endure the strain 
of power shielded from _ criticism. 
How, in fact, does the Indian adminis- 
trative machine work under these con- 
ditions? Everything depends on the 
vigilance and character of a handful 
of European officials and in the vil- 
lages, which are India, their super- 
vision can only be occasional. 

From a tour of five days in the 
villages of Gujerat I have returned 
with the most disturbing impressions. 
The administration is struggling 
against a baffling campaign—tax re- 
sistance by an al] but unanimous 
peasantry, which uses no violence, but 
can exert the most formidable kind 
of social pressure. 

Can Ruin Peasants. 


The law has on its side the tremen- 
dous weapon of distraint. It can ruin 
a peasant who resists it. Its Indian 
officials and police are not content 
with this expedient. They reinforce 
it with brutality. In the process they 
are deliberately kindling the flames 
of a class war. 

The Borsad Taluka in Kaira dis- 
trict is relatively prosperous. The 
peasants own their few acres; they 
use irrigation and often grow to- 
bacco.

The emer- 
gency police, as usual, have no num- 
bers. The roads are closed and any 
peasant found is beaten, whether he 
owes the tax or not. Sometimes it is 
the white Gandhi cap which attracts 
the blow; sometimes a man is asked if 
he wants swaraj (self-government). If 
he says “yes,” the staff despends on 
shoulders and limbs. Often the beating 
goes on without a word. 

Some of these cases are serious. I 
saw one man with a terribly swollen 
arm, fractured or dislocated, hanging 
in a sling. Others, after many days, 
showed wounds on the feet or bruises 
on the stomach, made with the butt 
end of a rifle. Some, whom I did 
not see, had gone to a distant hospital. 
A woman had a badly swollen face 
due to a blow. Many of these beat- 
ings were administered in this of- 
ficial’s presence, and by his orders. 
Occasionally he assisted with a heavy 
walking stick. 

During these expeditions he would 
summon the Barias round him.

He also 
gave it as his own belief that be- 
ginning with 1931 the stock market 
would begin a gradual and increasing 
recorery which would return prices 
to normalcy, the basis of which would 
be represented by the actual worth 
and earning power of sound stocks. 

“It must not be forgotten,” he 
pointed out, “that 1920 was an ab- 
normal year, and that the pendulum 
of prices swung far too high above 
what conditions “justified. It was only 
natural, therefore, in my opinion, that 
1930 and its consequent reaction 
should have caused people to think 
that the financial condition was a 
great deal below that which it really 
was, compared to normal times. It 
was more of a psychological reaction 
than an actual state of affairs, and, 
placing the entire two years on a 
mathematical basis. I think we should 
regard 1929 as being about T20 per 
cent of normal, while 1930 seems to 
aos! ae around SQ per cent of nor- 
mal.

can stock market crash and “money 
crisis’ of the fall of 1929 are princi- 
pally to blame for Italy's present {i- 
nancial ills, Premier Mussolini told 
the senate this afternoon. 

In a speech marked by biting irony, 
frankness and characteristic vigor, the 
duce declared Italy was “nearing 
port; was perhaps in view of port 
when the American crisis broke out 
unexpectedly and exploded like a 
bomb.” 

His. placing the blame on 
American situation was part of the 
duce’s defense for his drastie cut of 
12 per cent in the salaries of all tate 
employes. 

“For us poor provincials of old En- 
rope,” he said, “the explosion was 
a great surprise. We remained shak- 
en and confounded like the world at 
announcement of the death of Napo- 
leon. We had been given to under- 
stand that the United States was a 
country of prosperity. Indefinite and 
absolute—without eclipse, without 
decadence; all were rich. 

“All that was marvelous.” Musso- 
lini declared. “Then we had a series 
of black, blackest days. Shares lost 
20, 30, 50 per cent of theig value.” 

The financial  situatio in the 
United States so affected Italy, Mus- 
solini asserted, that a surplus of 65.,- 
000,000 lire had turned into a deficit 
of approximately 900,000,000 lire. 

The duce found little favor for the 
American @conomice policy, which he 
described as “mass production § anid 
mass consumption.” 

“his formula is a mistake,” he 
said, “and they themselves recognize 


“Tt is a mistake because production 
is by machine and consumption is by 
man. The formula was logical merely 
from a mechanical view, but a small 
obstacle is enough to cause its col- 
lapse.” 


Doyle Chooses 
To Stay Near, 
Widow Claims 


CROWBOROUGH, Sussex, England, 
Dec. 18.—(#)—Her profound convic- 
tion that the spirit of Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle is deliberately lingering 
near earth in order to help those still 
living was expressed by Lady Doyle 
today. 

This conviction, she said, was based 
on messages she herself had received 
from her dead husband. 

Saying she had heard that in an 
article reporting conversations through 
Mrs. Eileen Garrett, a medium, the 
term “earthbound’” was used in con- 
nection with Sir Arthur, Lady Doyle 
declared Sir Arthur was “certainly 
not earthbound.”’ 

“T happen to know,” she said, “that 
he could have gone very high, but de- 
liberately remained behind in order to 
keep contact with the earth and in- 
fluence the spiritualist movement.” 

Lady Doyle said she had heard also 
that in Mrs. Garrett's spiritualistic 
conversation Sir Arthur had spoken 
against establishing a memorial center 
for spiritualistic activities. 

“T am unable to understand this,” 
Lady Doyle said. “I have had mes- 
sages through many mediums to the 
effect that Sir Arthur is very keen on 
establishing this memorial.” 

Asked her «pinion as to how a con- 
trary message could have been re- 
ceived in this instance, Lady Doyle, 
who paid a high tribute to the medium- 
ism of Mrs. Garrett, emphasized that 
even on earth a message transmitted 
through the medium of one or two 
persons could be distorted. 

She added that the nature of spir- 
itual vibrations is so delicate, occa- 
sional mistakes in receiving are al- 
most inevitable.

BETTER CROWDS 
TO GRID GAMES 


Pacific Coast Only Other 
Section To Show an 
Increase. 


By L. S. Cameron. 


United Press Sports Editor. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(UP)—At- 
tendance at college football games in 
1930 was less than in 1929, a United 
Press nation-wide survey showed to- 
day. 

The admission figures at 16 univer- 
sities, representing every part of the 
country, indicated a definite falling 
off in patronage. 

Largest decreases occurred in the 
middle west. Each of the six repre- 
sentative colleges of that section re- 
ported drops in attendance. 

The Pacific coast area, however, 
enjoyed increases in crowd sizes, with 
four out of five major coast universi- 
ties showing gains. 

Football, as reflected in attendance 
figures, lost ground in the east and 
gained in the south. 

SUCCESS PAID. 

Since all parts of the country have 
been adversely affected by the busi- 
ness depression, and since there have 
been crowd gains in some sections and 
losses in others, it could be assumed 
that the “box office” appeal of the 
game is reflected directly in the suc- 
cess or lack of it enjoyed by the sev- 
eral colleges. * 

In this connection it is interesting 
to observe that the attendance figures 
almost exactly parallel the status of 
the game itself in the various sec- 
tions. 

Eastern football is not the predomi- 
nant game it once was. Eastern crowds 
are smaller. 

Southern football is of a better 
brand then ever before. Southern 
sports enthusiasts, in increasing num- 
bers, attend the games. 

Pacific coast football is becoming 
more and more devastating, effective 
and spectacular. The crowds grow 
larger. 


Mid western football, while it has 
not gone back, is-at least no better 
than it was, say, five years ago. The 
sizes of the crowds are smaller. 

APPROXIMATIONS. 

Athletic officials at many schools 
are wary of issuing attendance fig- 
ures. 
nounce amounts of gate receipts until 
these sums have had most comprehen- 
sive audits. 

Hence the figures printed below are 
to be defintely considered as approxi- 
mations. 

The estimates on some of the col- 
leges represent attendance at home 
games only. For example, the Wash- 
ington State attendance is listed at 
32,000, but that is the number of per- 
sons who saw two home games and, of 
course, does not include the tens of 
thousands who saw Washington State 
play games away from home.

Bulldogs Given High

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 18.—With

‘SOUTH DRAWS 
BETTER CROWDS 
TO GRID GAMES 


Pacific Coast Only Other 
Section To, Show an 
Increase. 


By L. S. Cameron. 


United Press Sports Editor. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(UP)—At- 
tendance at college football games in 
1930 was less than in 1929, a United 
Press nation-wide survey showed to- 


ay. 

The admission figures at 16 univer- 
sities, representing every part of the 
country, indicated a definite falling 
off in patronage. 

Largest decreases occurred in the 
middle west. Each of the six repre- 
sentative colleges of that section re- 
ported drops in attendance. 

The Pacific coast area, however, 
enjoyed increases in crowd sizes, with 
four out of five major coast universi- 
ties showing gains. 

Football, as reflected in attendance 
figures, lost ms in the east and 
gained in the south. 

SUCCESS PAID. 

Since all parts of the country have 
been adversely affected by the busi- 
ness depression, and since there have 
been crowd gains in some sections and 
losses in others, it could be assumed 
that the “box office” appeal of the 
game is reflected directly in the suc- 
cess or lack of it enjoyed by the sev- 
eral colleges. * 

In this connection it is interesting 
to observe that the attendance figures 
almost exactly parallel the status of 
the game itself in the various sec- 
tions. 

Eastern football is not the predomi- 
nant game it once was. Eastern crowds 
are smaller. ' 

Southern football is of a _ better 
brand then ever before. Southern 
sports enthusiasts, in increasing num- 
bers, attend the games, 

Pacific coast football is becoming 
more and more devastating, effective 
and spectacular. The crowds grow 
larger. 


Mid western football, while it has 
not gone back, is, at least no better 
than it was, say, five years ago. The 
sizes of the crowds are smaller, 

APPROXIMATIONS. 

Athletic officials at many schools 
are wary of issuing attendance fig- 
ures. 
nounce amounts of gate receipts until 
these sums have had most comprehen- 
sive audits. 

Hence the figures printed below are 
to be defintely considered as approxi- 
mations. 

The estimates on some of the col- 
leges. represent attendance at home 
games only. For example, the Wash- 
ington State attendance is listed at 
32,000, but that is the number of per- 
sons who saw two home games and, of 
course, does not include the tens of 
thousands who saw Washington State 
play games away from home.
